Since 
assuming the role in 2013, John 
has led NuScale Power's rapid 
development of its small modular reactor (SMR) 
technology, driven by over 700 dedicated staff and 
contractors. Smaller and simpler, NuScale's SMR is 



poised to re-position nuclear energy as the economic 
solution to meet the growing global demand for 
carbon-free energy. Mr. Hopkins is currently the 
Chairman of the executive committee of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, Washington, D.C., an 
organization representing over three million small to 
large U.S. businesses. 

Prior to joining NuScale Power, Mr. Hopkins held 
numerous executive positions in his 24 years of 
service with Fluor Corporation, a Fortune 150 
international engineering and construction company.

PRUITT 

On February 17, 2017, the 
United States Senate confirmed 
Scott Pruitt as the 14th 
Administrator of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. Administrator Pruitt believes that promoting 
and protecting a strong and healthy environment 
is among the lifeblood priorities of the government, 
and that EPA is vital to that mission. 

Most recently, Pruitt served as the Attorney 
General for Oklahoma, where he led the state's 
legal challenges against property rights intrusion, 
while protecting Oklahoma’s natural resources and 
environment. He is recognized as a national leader in 
the cause to restore the proper balance between the 
states and federal government, and he established 
Oklahoma’s first federalism unit to combat 
unwarranted regulation and overreach by the 
federal government.

Ryan Zinke was sworn in as 
the 52nd Secretary of the 
Interior on March 1, 2017.

access, conservation, regulatory relief, forest 
management, responsible energy development, and 
smart management of federal lands.
